A 
thundercloud is ehar^ed uith positive 
electricity, the 
earth below it is 


charged negatively. Any object be- 
low this cloud is similarly charged 
with this negative current. A dis- 
charge from above takes place, tho 
currents meet, ignition ensues, the ex- 
pansion of the g ises produces a 
vacuum, the air comes together again 
with a report, and this is thunder. 


A jate view is whoa one animate ob- 


ject is struck dead by lightning that 
the upward and not tho downward 
current is the agent. The fact that no 
bird on the wing haa been known to 
be killed by lightning is not conclusive 
in sxistaining this later view of the 
method 
of lightning

When a tree is thus struck the sod is 


frequently lifted away from the roots 
in such a manner :is to indicate tho 
downward passage of the stroke.

In one 
of these states the legislature is strongly 
Republican, but the party was so divided 
on candidates, and each faction was so 
determined in support of its man, that 
no ono was able to secure a majority of 
all the votes in the general assembly. 
Had the state convention named the man 
that state would have to-day, instead of 
a vaoanoy, a Republican senator at a 
time when he is *ery much needed. Tbe 
same ia true aa to the other state. But 
there is no necessity for going outside 
the state of Illinois for reasons. 


In some of the contests in the Illinois 


legislature in which Gen. John A. Lo- 
gan figured after the caucus had agreed 
upon him as tho candidate of the party, 
there were persons who claimed to be 
Republicans, and in fsot were Republi- 
cans who, upon one pretext and another, 
refused to vote for him in the joint as- 
sembly and very often in these and sim- 
ilar oases it became necessary to confer

members, or some friend they named, b< - 
fore thoir objactions were removed. In 
1883, when Gov. Uullom was made the 
canons nominee, several men refused to 
vote for him until oertBin demands they 
made were complied with.

multiplied bat it ia not necessary. 


It is fair to assume that in case the 


Republicans carry the next legislature 
there will be u large number of oandi- 
datea for senator, and judging the future 
ay the past there will certainly be some 
colters if a caucus names tbe candidates. 
Theie will be men who will etand up 
with the cheek of a graven image and in- 
sist that tbere are justified in bolting 
because their district prefers some one 
other than the caucus nominee. We are 
in favor of every man who desires to be 
a candidate coming square out, but let 


candidacy b» endorsed or determined 


by th<j state convention. 
If he is de- 


feated let him try ngain, later on. If he 
sulks because he is defeated, that will be 
gaod evidence that be was unworthy the 
Domination. 
End it in the state con- 


vention and avoid placing the power to 
defeat the choice of a majority of tbe 
party in the bands of a fair kickers. 
Name the man at the state convention 
and end tbe ooonpation ot these fellows 
who assume to be wiser than the majority. 
They are too pestiferous to decide the 
fortunes ot tbe Kapnbliaaasot theslate of 
Illinois.

Cleveland's Disgrace. 


If bloodehe I has been oaued by the 


President, or even a bloodless act ot war 
performed, the President will be called 
to a terrible reckoning. It is to be hoped 
that nothing more serious has happened 
than a bombastic demand to surrender, 
followed by a spirited refusal on the 
part ot the provisional government. It 
is better that a President should be 
laughed at than impeached when it can 
be done with safety.—Cincinnati En- 
quirer, (Dem.) 


The indications now are that nothing 


more serious has happened than a "bom- 
bastic demand" upon President Dole to 
surrender to the queen, whioh, as the 
Enquirer seerca to have foreseen, "was 
followed by a spirited refusal on the 
part of the provisional government," and 
now, according to its notion, the Presi- 
dent ia to be "laughed at," having es- 
caped impeachment by tha narrowest ot 
margins. The country might laugh at 
the stupid piece of beef frum Buffalo if 
tha dignity of the people were not in- 
volved iu the miserable affair.

President Dole aud 
acorea of other representative men in 
Hawaii, on the contrary, insist that the 
United States government did not inter- 
fere in brfhalf of the revo'ation. This is 
the first time in the historj of the country 
that it baa been disgraced in diplomatic 
matters by any president or any secretary 
of state.

grace the government aa these men have 
done 
When he made up his mind to

and

man pablioly announced his purpose so 
Shore would be no misunderstanding 
about it. But Cleveland and Gresham 
are not so manly; they hold on to their 
positions and draw their pay from the 
;mblio treasury, while at the same time 
;h9y ore engaged in a conspiracy to die- 
graoa the government and insult oon- 
gresa and the American people. 


But as all rogues sooner or later 


reaoh the and of theie string, BO these 
men have reached the end ot their infa- 
mous business. 
President Dole has 


plainly told them that they have no busi- 
ness with the Hawaiian government; 
and Senator Tnrpie has introduced a res- 
olution in the senate which declares the 
same to be the sense of the senate; and 
Senator Morgan is inquiring into the 
course of Cleveland and Greebam.

Poisoned English Sparrows Put on 


Sale for Table Use. 


The great danger to life, eyesight and 


comfort caused by tbe promiscuous 
shooting by boys and men at English 
Bparrbws for the bcnnty paid thereon, ia 
DOW augmented by n development of the 
industry. It ia widely known bere that 
the'lit tie peats are quite a tsbla delicacy 
when properly cooked and served, snd 
several looal dealers have dealt exten- 
sively io them, The boys kill them, sell 
the heads at 2 cents apiece to the county, 
and the bodies at 15 cents per dozen to 
the dealers. Tha trade is brisk and the 
profits very acceptable. 


This ia all very well so long as the 


birds pre properly killed. 
However, 


many boya have been feeding the birds 
grain whion haa been soaked in some 
dragnto overpower or kill them, and it 
has become very common for Paris green 
and other poisons to be used. Tho birds 
thus killed appear tbe same a& any other 
bird, and are sold accordingly, tj tbe 
manifi st danger of oansamers. The au- 
thorities are now on the witch for birda 
thus killed, and will do wbat they can to 
stop the practice.

A Student's Tragic Death. C3 


Mrs. Elizabeth Liddlo ia m reoeipt of 


sad news to-day from Buffalo, New York, 
where on Janaary 3 her grand-nephew, 
Sherman Jewett Williams, aged 19, com- 
mitted suicide by using a 38-ca:ibre 
revolver. Sherman was tbe only eon of 
Charles H. Williams, and was a btadent 
at the Buffalo High School. 
He bad 


been troubled with heart disease, and in 
a moment of temporary aberration cf 
miud be went to hie room und ended his 
sufferings. Mrs. Liddle leni-ued of the 
particulars in the Buffalo Courier, cf 
Jan. 4, received to-day. 
The young 


man's grandfather, Gibson T. Williams, 
who died two years ago, left 825,000 to 
each of his grandchildren, to ba paid 
when they reached 21, and Sherman 
would have received 825,000 and a busi- 
ness property worth 825,000, had he 
lived two years longer. Mrs. Liddle waa 
greatly shocked to lasrn of tbe suicide of 
hor relative, whom she had not seen since 
he was seven years old. 


Committed Suicide. 


On Friday William Hot»p, a Germai', 


killed himself at the home of Jacob Heck 
at Ridgely, near Springfield, by using a 
revolver, sending a bullet into his head. 
Hotap, who was said to have a brother in 
Daoatnr, had been a coal miner. He was 
single and 80 years ot age. 


It seems that Hotap has been thinking 


ot taking his own life for eome time and 
that the cause assigned, by those who 
think they know, ia that Hotsp took a 
810 gold piece from the pocketbook of 
Mrs. Heck last Christmas night, and 
placed a dollar in its place, and then re- 
fused to give the money back or make 
the shortage fjood.

SAS FBANOIBOT, Jan. 6.—The revenue 


cutter Corwin, which was due last 
Saturday, arrived at the entrance of 
the harbor yesterday morning about 11 
o'clock. She did not enter but lay oft 
Fort Point long enough to send a boat 
ashore with a dispatch, and then sailed 
and anchored off Sausalito, whence 
she afterwards 
proceeded to Mare 


Island. 


A United Press reporter in u boat 


met the cutter off the fort, and en- 
deavored to board her, but was re- 
pulsed. His inquiries as to how things 
were going- at Honolulu were unan- 
swered. All hands had evidently re- 
ceived strict injunctions to silence on 
that point, and not a word could be got 
out of anybody. The only hint 
news was given by one of the crew, 
who said over the side to the reporter. 


"There is a big row on down in Hon- 


olulu." 


Afterwards, in answer to a question 


Capt. Munger yelled back: 


"The queen had not yet been pu1 


back on the throne when wa left, but 
ahe may be there now all the same." 


After putting an officer with dis 


patches for Washington ashore, the 
Corwin steamed over to Sausalito. She 
lay there for an hour, and wh'le there 
the revenue cutter partly went over, 
after which the Corwio. got under way 
and went to the Mare Island navy 
yard. 


From the appearance of the steamer 


she raut>t have lx:ou pressed during the 
run, and the chances are that it is no' 
more than ten days since she left 
Honolulu. Her starboard coal bunk 
ers were apparently empty and she 
had a decided list to the port. At the 
navy yard the cutter will go out o: 
commission and be returned to the 
customhouse officials. 


The Mohican is at Mare Island, fully 


equipped and provisioned. ] f more as- 
sistance is required at Honolulu she 
can be got ready and dispatched in rvu 
hour. 


There is great indignation iu local 


newspaper circlesovertlie discourteous 
treatment aecon'led representatives of 
the press who tried to board the Cor- 
win, no one even being able to obtain 
an inkling of the developments in Uon- 
olulu. All requests for information 
were gruffly met. The secret of this 
is perhaps the raking over that Capt. 
Munger got from the department for 
allowing the news of his intended de- 
parture to become public.

DREAMS OF SCIENTISTS. 


The Heart of tbe Tornado— AerUl Transit 


of the Atlantic. 


"I want to get there—right there, 


into tho business end of tbo storm 
where the tornado is generated, I 
want tho tornado's secret, ita agent, 
and, God helping me, I shall havo it. 
If electricity, then we may be ablo toi 
dissipate Jove's awful wrath and re-' 
lievo our great cities of their worst 
nightmare, their most insidious and 
most implacable foes." 


Tho man who made this bold and 


striking remark, says tho Philadel- 
phia Press, is Prof .'Henry Allen Hazon, 
expert meteorologist of tho United 
States wcatlier bureau, who has nearly 
completed arrangements for a series 
of cot less than ono thousand high 
altitude balloon ascensions, to be made 
as often as three times a, day, under a 
new and original principle of g~as con- 
servation, with fnew scientific instru- 
ments made in England expressly for 
the purpose. 


Tho proposition is now before tlio 


board of advisers, who may bo 'ex- 
pected to report on tho application as 
Boon as Prof. Lang-Icy, secretary of the 
Smithsonian, shall return to his post. 
Prof. Langlcy bimself is much inter- 
ested in the subject of free air observa- 
tion, especially in an idea ho has of 
sending- up self-registering 
instru- 


ments to the highest possible altitude 
without risking tho presence of a 
human being in a balloon. 
Prof. 


Ilazen, however, regards this method 
as only supplementary to tho work of 
personal observation and instrument 
readings which ho has in view. 


Aerial transit across tho Atlantic 


ocean is tho ultimate object toward 
which Prof. Flazcn's plans arc tending, 
llo states unreservedly that ho will 
make the trip if ho lives. 
Ho is al- 


ready looking forward to the construc- 
tion of-a balloon basket in the form of 
a completely equipped open boat with 
air-tight 
compartments. 
In 
this 


vehicle, stored with food and drink 
for many days, tho professor will sot 
out without a, qualm of fear. 
The 


only apparent difficulty that has ever 
beset the problem has been the in- 
abilty of tho aeronauts to keep the 
balloon on a steadily horizontal plane. 
Tho rising and tho falling of the 
balloon can be regulated by an origin- 
al device of Prof. Hazen. 
Ho will 


earry a bucket at tho end of a long 
rope, and water drawn from tho ocean 
will constitute the necessary ballast 
whenever his balloon seems to get 
moro buoyant. 
Tho water 


poured out again when the 
needs buoyancy. 


Tne Ice Crop. 


Tbe sudden and extreme changes in 


tbe weather have thus far vanished all 
prospect o* an ice crop to date in central 
Illinois. Just BB it would begin to reach 
that thickness that gave hope of a har- 
vest, thrt warm southerly wind has made 
its appearance and swept every vestige 
of hope from sight. This condition de- 
lays tbe prospect for labor to those who 
greatly need it and are willing to work 
for something to eat, rather than be de- 
pendent on tbe charities that are slow in 
corning and very limited in quantity. 
It 


being bat the opening of a new year, and 
what ia termed midwinter, there is still 
time remaining for a good ice crop and 
an abundant ice harvest for the relief of 
tbe poor and needy.
